4 INTRODUCTION. 

Shamming of drawer fronts, the price of which is given in a table, if 
settled exclusive of putting on brass work; nor is the nuts or lock plates to 
be let into any work in the start except the fronts of secretaiy or furniture 
drawers, the fall of a bureau, ladies’ or gentlemen’s dressing tables, or 
writing fire screens ; all drawers in chamber, card, or work tables, and the 
tablet drawer in pier and sideboard tables, or those on the inside of doors, 
in all work whatever, to start without locks ; and when a secretary drawer 
is introduced into any piece of work, deduct the price of the drawers took 
out for its reception, then add the price of the secretary drawer.

Tables, of all denominations and descriptions whatever, to.be mea¬ 
sured on the tops for both length and width, and to start, except otherwise 
mentioned in the preamble, with plain Marlbro’ legs, and withput castors; 
those on pillar and claws without plates on the bottoms. 

.As ihe Tables of plinthing, therming, pannelling, or putting comer 
strings in different sorts of legs 'and claws, veneering, planting on, and 
working astragals of different descriptions, cross-banding, &c., except in 
some particular cafes, and there the price is given, were made to prevent a 
repetition of inserting the prices they contain in the different pieces of work 
they were likely to occur in, amLiikewise to prevent as much as possible, 
in those cases, all references, except a general onfi; it is, therefore, re¬ 
quested, when the price of any article of the above description is wantii^g, 
the workman will be careful in examining the tabl^ as all the prices of the 
different articles that could be thought of are inserted in’them.
